This  is'a  report  on  some  of  the  activities  in  connection  with  the 
soya  products  expansion  program  of  the  Office  of  Distribution. 
It  shows  that  much  has  "been  done  "by  the  Government  to  "bring  soya 
products  to  the  attention  of  the  puhlic. 

In  reporting  the  activities  sepe.rately  for  the  various  informational 
media,  it  has  "been  impossible  to  show  the  comlDined  timing.    This  is 
important,  however,  and  the  following  points  may  well  be  emphasized? 

!•    Informational  materials  were  held  off  almost  entirely  until 
the  expansion  program  was  under  way.    (The  few  issued  materials 
were  carefully  worded  to  designate  soya  as  a  coming  food  not 
yot  availa"ble, 

2,  Releases  of  the  late  spring  and  early  simmer  of  1943  v/ere  limited 
in  q-uantity  and  were  concerned  chiefly  v.dth  production  and  the 
products  that  would  "be  availa"ble  v/ithin  a  fevr  months. 

3,  Later  the  releases  increased  in  quantity  and  definitely 
shifted  in  message  to  the  current  availa"bility',  on  many  grocers*., 
shelves,  of  the  variety  of  foods  containing  soya,  and  to  in- 
formation a"bout  the  utilization  of  straight  soya  [oroducts, 

4,  Such  information  has  been  made  available  simultaneously  for  the 
consumer  v;ho  listens  for  food  tips,  to  the  homemaker  vdio  reads 
the  food  news,  as  well  as  to  the  housewife  who  both  listens  and 
reads. 

5,  The  time  may  be  coming  soon  vrhen  soya  products  will  have  lost  '  . 
their  initial  jiews  value  as  far  as  broadcasters  and  editors  are 
concerned.    Then  even  more  effort  will  be  essential  to, put  the 
products  across-  more  educational  advertising  by  industry,  more  '\ 
exhibits, and  visual  displays  for  groups  starting  to  use  the  pro- 
ducts, and  more  specific  suggestions  and  recommendations  for 
educational  work  at  the  community  level.
